D. Cameron, the first man arraigned under the 
indictment was broughtin from Jail. He failed 
to secure bail, which was fixed in his case at

The indictment charges that. John D. Cameron, 
Wa. D. Kussell, alias A, P. Burt, and Edwin E. 
Carpenter, alias G. Miller, 
forges certificates of deposit ‘for mone 
account of § land surveys whic 
purported to be issucd by the U. 38, Assistant 
reasurer at New Orieans. Russell and Carpen- 
ter had an office here in the Times Building and 
held out a shingle, announciug theimselves under 
the aliases of “Burt & Miller, scrip 
Brokers, ete.”

Filed To-Day. 


Of the new litigation rushing into the Circuit 
Clerk’s offiee to-day for return to the December 
term the most important is a2 $30,000 
damage suit fled by Hermann and Reyburn in 
behalf of W.(€. Mitchell and J. A. Robertson, 
joint proprietors and managers of the Peuple’s 
Theater against Dr. H. Van Studdiford and Fran- 


cis T. Kleinschmidt. 
Messrs. Robertson & Mitchell represent tn their 


petition that they hold a thirty years’ lease, with 


the privilege of purcharse, of the ground on the 
southwest ecerner ef Sixth and Wuinut streets; 
that they erected a first-class theater thereon, to- 
gether With a building for offices, stores, ete. 
For some time past they have conducted the busi- 
ness of a first-class plice of amusement, engaging 
the best theatrical attractions in the country, abd 
making every eflurt to cater to the highest class of 
ublie patronage. They coinplain, however, that 
Dr. Van Studdiford and Mr. Kleinschmidt, the 
doctor owning the large three-story house 
on the oj posite side of Sixth street, No. 112, and

The November Corn Deal the Great 
Attraction. 


The Winter Rates of Storage on Grain-- 
Notes. 


“The November longs have the shorts pretty 
badly tied up,” sald an operator this morning. 
“Upon my word, I can’t for the life of me see any 
shew for the shorts. See what weather we have 
got. It couldn't be much worse than it is for corn 
Indeed, L am really afraid that the crop will be se 
riously injured in quality if the country has a pro- 
longed spell of the present kind of weather.” 

The indications as given by Sergeant Weber of 
the Signal Service are far from encouraging for a 


change to eolder and clearer weather. He says 
that the probabilities are for cloudy and 
rainy weather in the North and Northwest, light 
rains in the South and a warmer .emper- 
ature within a few days, Thecorn wow arriving 
here is all }@w and it is missing No. 2in grading 
without almust any exceptions. Grain inspectors 
and other experts who examibe the new corn re- 
ceived say it would take a week and even ten days 
of cold, frosty weather to dry it out enough to put 
it in }erfect condition. There are now eleven 
days left, net counting to-day, in whieh to get the 
corn into «o dition and to tis market to meet the 
November shorts’ demands. One dayis wy off 
of the end of this month by the fact that Thanks- 
giving Day comes on the 30th, and that will bea 
general holiday, so the Novembcr deal realy ends 
on the 29th. Still there are some of the shorts 
who are hoping against hope. Something may 
turn up to keep them out of the pickle they are in 
and these men will probably hold out and refuse 


to settle until their last day of grace Is 
passed. The worst feature about 
some of these horts is that not- 


withstanding they.are already shert more corp 
for this mouth than they can ever expect to get, 
vet they will still keepon selling November. his 
they do whenever they see any signs to them of 
weukeuing in the market. Then they reeklessly 
sling a paltry “five” or soto break prices down. 
If they would stop to think for a mo- 
ment they would see that these sales they are sim- 
ply strengthening their enemies’ position Ly ad- 
ding to theirlines of long corn. Qne ot the 
shorts made a very remarkabie arguinen) 
against the present price of cash and November 
corn inthis market. 

“Why,” said he, ina very indignanttone, “we 
are very near as high as Chicago.” 

As St. Louls and Chicago are supposed to be ri- 
vals in the grain wade and as the largest pole 
Knocks the persimmon, which means that the 
highest-priced market draws the grain,this seem- 
ed a rather curious remark, to say the least, to 
come from a St. Louis operator. At 
any rate one thing to the credit 
of the longs may be said, and that is their squeez- 
Ing November corn up near the Chicago price, 
Where amonth or a less time ago St. Louis was 
fur below. There was something of a sensation 
ou the floor this morning, caused by certain vague 
rumors that the grain inus}<c.ors were grading 
cord rejected that was dry and hard enough to in- 
oe No. 2. This was caught up by several of the 
shorts, and it was even Lodly asserted that-the 
inspectors were Knowingly passing corn as re- 
jected that was a good No. 2 The tacts inthe 
case are that a commission firm in this market re- 
ceived a couple ears new corn that was inspected 
rejected, owing to its dampness. The receivers 
were not satisfied with this deeision and ap- 
pealed to the Inspection Committee for a 
a reinspection of the corn. This committee, af- 
teracareiul examination’ of the corn, voted to 
sustain the inspector in his decision that the corn 
Was rejected. It was suidto be by a close vote 
that this was arrived at, as the corn was in really 
good condition, but experts say that there was 
really too much dampness in the corn to make it 
a No. 2, and it would not have been saie to have 
passed itas such. Mr. Merwin, of Atchison, Kas., 
one of the largest grain shippers of Kansas, who 
came down here expressly to see how corn is 
grading here, was outon the tracks with one of 
the inspectors this morning and saw this mspector 
examine and pass upon the eorn received. He 
said the inspection was Wory liberal, even more so 
than he«xpected it wouid be, and he wis fully 
satisfied with the way St. Louis was grauing new 
corn. 

WINTER RATES OF STORAGE. 

The St. Louis elevator men have cin ¢ something 
for the grain trade of this market that ceserves 
the highest commendation from tie merehants 
and the country shippers. This is ibe egtablish- 
ment of winter rates of sterave ou grifa tn this 
market. To-day the following document was made 
public: 

Str. Lovis, Mo., November 17, 1882. 

To meet the wants of ihe trade, we, the under- 
signed, have agreed that winter rates of storage 
ou bulk grain in elevators shall go into effect De- 
cember 1, 1&2. 

Rates of Winter Storage—One and one-half (1%) 
eeuts per bushel first ten days or any part thereol, 
one-half (4g) cent per bushel for each subsequent 
ten days, until four (4) cents per bushel storage 
has accrued, when the gram will be carried free 
until April 7, 1883, thus making reeeipts regular 
for delivery Monday, April 2, 1883. These rates to 
apply only on grain received into elevators on and 
alter December 1, 1882, and so long as the grain 
remains in good condition.

It is only from the “Jour- 
nal of Excavations” for the year 1831 that we 
the touching and famous sight 
whieh greeted the eyes of the first discover- 
ers of the “House of the Faun.”’ On the 
floor of the banqueting hall lay the body of a 
woman, probably the mistress of the house, 
with her jewels scattered where she had 
thrown them in despair of rescue or escanve. 
The roof had been crushed in by the weight 
of falling ash and pumice-stone, and the 
hands of the dying woman were upstretched 
ina vain effort to keep off the Impending 
weight. Parts of the body and clothing 
could still be made out, anda drawing could 
be made of one charming foot. But such 
records are lifeless and tame, indeed, beside 
the extraordinary portrait) statues which are 
now to be seen in the-~little museum at 
Pompeii. There are hine of these, or were a 
very short time since, and to see them is like 
seeing the men and women themselves of 
eighteen centuries ago. Florelli’s metiiod is 
as simple as possible. A small opening is 
made, the plaster is delicately poured in, and 
when it has had timeto harden the surface 
crust of ash is peeled off, and the man or 
woman come back to life again. The details 
of clothing and feature have all left their 
mark on the soft ash, and are all faithfully 
preserved in he plaster cast. The results 
achieved by Florelii are striking and com- 
plete.

ATTEMPTS TO DEFRAUD. 


——— 


Some of the Remarkable Conspira- 
cies to Swindle Life Insur- 
ance Companies. 


Carefully Planned Schemes Foiled--A Record 
of Fraud, Perjury and Murder. 


The recent trial in this city of a case in 
which an alleged attempt atfraud upon the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, of New 
York, was involved, brings to ‘mind many of 
the notable instances of conspiracies to 
swindle similar organizations in the past. 
The fact that the life companies control large 
sums of money, and that they are steadily 


is | disbyrsing it to rightful claimants is, of 


course, known to rascals as well as to hon- 


est people. But while the latter are content $1 


to avail themselves of the great advantage of 
the system by insuring their lives according 
to the rules, and waiting for the specified time 
to elapse before receiving the benefits in per- 
son or through their heirs, the former often 
deliberately plot to rob the companies out- 
right. Singularly enough, too, the rogues 
seem certain of considerable sympathy from 
the general public, for whenever a Life Com- 
pany demurs to paying an apparently fraud- 
ulent claim, the common tendency of people 


is to immediately take sides against the or- | j 


ganization. In all other cases an alleged 
crime carries odium to the accused from the 
outset. Leta bank, railroad, manufacturing 
firm, commercial house or private individual 
declare that some person has tried to rob 


them and almost mt fp an is inclined to be- 
lieve the statement unless it is proven false. 
But when the most purely benevolent and 
unselfish of all institutions known to the 
modern world, a life insurance company, 
comes into court and state that 
an attempted imposture is involved 
in the pending suit, there is 
usually but one result—the company must 
adduce ten times the proof of what it asserts 
that would be necessary in any other kind of 
a trial, or expect to be beaten and have a 
majority of people glad it was defeated. 

In view of this inscrutable instinct to sym- 
— with the persons who attempt to 

efraud life insurance companies, the follow- 
ing specimen cases in the past’ will be found 
peculiarly interesting. They are but few out 
of many, but are good illustrations of how 
rascalitvy exerts itself in this particular di- 
rection : 


In 1867 Richard Rainforth, Mr.-C. B. Ken- 
dall and T. W. Fuller, all of Chicago, ar- 
ranged that one of their number, Rainforth, 
should first get his life insured and then as- 
sume death from typhoid fever, the other two 
to assist him in smuggling another body into 
the coffin. Insurance to the amount of $15,000 
was obtained in three companies, including 
the tna and Mutual Benefit, and in due 
time Rainforth ‘‘died’’ according to pro- 

e, and his pretended corpse, that of an 
unknown paupe , was buried in Graceland 
Cemetery. ut sharp detectives in a 
little while unearthed the whole scheme. 
The “dead” Rainforth was traced to New 
York and afrested there, and his two accom- 
plices in Chicago were also sent to jail. The 
companies raised the money for their honest 
policy-holders. 

The preceding year a gang of semi-respect- 
able at ion, Ohio, had attempted to 
defraud two of the leading com es by ob- 

insurance on the life of one of their 


+ number under a fictitious name, that of W. 


T. McFadden. The person who assumed the 
character was none other than William Ab- 
bott, Mayor of the town. Abbott, acting under 
the chosen name of McFadden, was insured 
by the agentsin a rose tape & town, and 
then returned home. Shortly after this ‘‘Mr. 
McFadden” was taken suddenly ill of mal- 
ignant Asiatic cholera, then prevalent, and 

ed surrounded by a choice few friends who 
hurried his yon d so they said, into a coffin, 
and filling it with chloride of lime so as not 
to infect the neighborhood, buried it at night. 
But the com = concluded to risk catching 
the terrible disease, and had the coffin dug 
-y It was found full of broom corn. Two 
of the contests served a term in jail for 
this attempted fraud. 

An interesting case was that of Capt. Mar- 
tin W. Bryan, of Georgia, a well-to-do citi- 
zen of that State, who had commanded a 
company in the Twenty-fifth Georgia In- 
fantry in the Confederate service. e lived 
on the bank of the Savannah Biver, in Scriv- 
en county, and in the year 1 concluded to 
take $80,000 in life insurance in prominent 
companies including among these the Trav- 
elers’, of Hartford, in which he insured him- 
self for $40,000. Not long after this Capt. 
Bryan engaged an irresponsible fellow 
named Owens to go out with him 
in a boat and assist in _ surveying 
some swamp lands. Sad to _ relate, 
the boat capsized. Owen with difficulty swam 
ashore, and Bryan disappeared. Volumin- 
ous ‘proofs of death” were filed by the miss- 
ing man’s son, in which the arguments to 
show that there had really been a drownin 
were so profuse and labored as to be suspi- 
cious, and the companies, particularly the 
Travelers’, conclyded to “wait a little” be- 
fore paying the money, In seven months af-

ance officials, experienaes as they were in 
such matters. hey felt and knew that 
she was lyihg, but so high was her standing 
n Muncie, and so difficult was it to prove 
the swindle, that the accident company com- 
promised and paid her a small share of the 
original claim. For this ‘meanness to a wid- 
ow’ the company was of course berated by 
press and public, while no words could be 
found strong enough to express the popular 
indignation against the life -ompany which 
had refused to pay her at all. Suit was be- 
gun against it, and three trials resulted, in 
one of ‘which she obtained a_ verdict 
for $11,000. Three years were consumed 
and finally in May, 1874, Boswell was found 
alive and well at Galesburg, LiL, ‘where he 
was living under the name of “Judge” I. S. 
Howe. His wife had been in secret corre- 
spondence with him all the time. He skip- 
ped at once from Galesburg, but after a long 
chase was captured in Northern Michigan. 
His wife was arrested, tried and sentenced 
for perjury. Their years of scheming, sepa- 
ration, crime and final disgrace netted them 
only a little over $400. 


The history of what is generally known 
as the Goss-Udderzook tragedy is one that 
ought to be burn into the memory 
of every person who criticises a life insurance 
company for demanding a legal investigation 
before paying an apparently fraudulent claim. 
Winfield Scott Goss, of Baltimore, had in- 
surance upon his life in several companies, 
the total amount being $25,000. A paragraph 
ina rary wey) a a of February 3, 1872, an- 
nounced that the night before this Mr. g 
had been burned to death in a building on 
the York road about four miles ont of town. 
“Proof of death” were duly furnished by his 

; s, his brother, A. Goss, 


wife, Mrs. E. W 
and his brother-in-law, Wm. Udderzook. Bu 
the ee soon had good grounds to sus- 
pect that the alleged dead man was alive in 
some sate hiding-piace, and that he and his 
relatives had conspired to obtain the money 
fraudulently. In the face of the usual cen- 
sure from unthinking people they contested 
ee rac and were beaten in court. This de- 
rmipved them to search more closely for the 
missing W. 8S. Goss, and this determination 
so alarmed Udderzook that he met Goss in 
one of his hiding-places, allured him 
into the country - in hester county - 
Penn., and there, on the night of July? 1, 
‘1873, murdered him. ‘The story of the double 
crime, of the legal entanglements and trials 
that followed, and of the final triumph of 
justice are graphically told in that interest- 
ing and valuable work, “Stratagems and 
Conspiracies to Defraud Life Insurance Com- 
panies.” Itis quite too long to reproduce 
here, but it may be summa by stating 
that the resolute wisdom of the companies . 
was verified, and that Udderzook was hanged 
on the 12th of November, 1874. 


On the night of July 7, 1876, Henry C. Hen- 
dryx, of Cuba, » Shot and mortally 
wounded his wife, as she layin bed beside 
him. An obviously improper intimacy ex- 
isting between Hendryx and a young lady 
cousin of his, and the fact that his wife’s 
life was insured for $2,000, accounted for the 
murder. Mrs. Hendryx died in a few days, 
and her scoundrelly husband was in time ar- 
rested, tried, found guilty and sent to the 
penitentiary for life. 


The annals of life insurance in other coun- 
tries are filled with records of crimes com- 
mitted inorder to swindle the companies, 
Chief among these may be mentioned that of 
Wm. Palmer, of Rugby, England, who poi- 
soned his wife, insured for $75,000; his 
brother, insured for $65,000, and an acquaint- 
ance named Cook, to whom he owed a large 
sum of money.

Being asked what reward he would receive 
for his courageous deed, Rieck replied, “To 
be allowed to serve in the army.”” Now, in 


Germany the rule obtains that no one who 
has been a criminal can fight for his country ; 


but through Treskow’s influence the pardon- 
ing power was extended to Rieck, the dis- 
abuity was removed, and—Germany being 
then at war with France and Car! being a 


good horseman—hbe was Sepetived to a regi- 


ment of Uhlans serving in the army of occu- 
pation. But, though the Emperor might par- 
don, his qomrades would not, and, after en- 
during a harsh ostracism for six months, the 
bauernfdenger was obliged to give up his 
lance. Like many other better and worse 
men, Rieck next turned his bright eyes to 
America,and, having married aS Marie 
Augusta Held, at one time pretty well known 
at Frankfort-on-the-Oder, he set sail for the 
home of the free, and arrived in New York 
in 1871. Here the first chapter on ‘‘Bereitter 
Carl’s’’ antecedents may properly be said to 
close. Taking up his growth in this honor- 
able community, these seem the best authen- 
ticated incidents in the process of that. de- 
velopment. Rieck is first heard from m San 
Francisco in 1874, servingas a waiter ina 
little beer Gepeneary called the “Deep 
Cellar,” on ission and Third streets. 
Lowly as was his occupation, Rieck’s lofty 
manners and dapper person did not fail to 
make their mark, the -Tecipient of their 
strongest impression being Miss Louise Hol- 
lingshed, the possessor of a glittering col- 
lection of diamonds, much tenderness of 
heart and a well-stored pocketbook. At this 
conjunction of sweetness and light of bril- 
liants and trusting affection Riec roposed 
a European tour, the happy Hollingshed 
consented,and having as a matter of security 
declared his intentions to honor this count 
by becoming one of its citizens on the ith 
of October, 1875, he told Mrs. Rieck he was 
Oing across the bay and went on as far as

PLACED UNDER SURVEILLANCE. 

Accustomed to less persistent regard of the 
authorities in this land of convenient corner 
groceries, he yotified his attendants on 
the 22d of April, 1876, that he was going to 
London.

place looks like a dismantled barn now, but 
it was to be a well-appointed garden, with an 
enormous stage, 75x250, about the largest in 
existence. Thanks to Carl’s eloquence, the 
idea met with an astonishing success. he 
owner of the lot, Mr. Butler.offered excellent 
terms, the brewers were interested, er ea 
neet statesmen subseribed, and the Sutter, 
Geary and California cable street roads came 
down Lome sf Over $400,000 of stock 
was subseribed for, of which -000 was 
paid inand expended on the building. There 
was bustle and activity as the Crystal Palace 
grew up, and, best of all, an agree- 
iment was entered into by which 
Rieck was to receive $5,000 as manager of 
the new pleasure grounds. and be presented 
with $10,000 of stock when they were opened, 
But, swimmingly as Carl appeai to be 
going on, he was really getting out of his 
depths. 

THE DOG WAS HAVING HIS DAY, 
and the wane of his fictitious prosperity was 
at hand. In the first place the shareholders 
of the Crystal Palace Association became 
violently smitten with the idea that far too 
much money was being expended, and when 
Rieck announeed that the completion of the 
scheme would necessitate a further outlay, 
they took fright and issued an order to stop 
all work. ‘luings were not going well at the 
Wierner Garden either. Siebe, having been 
made to dance to the tune of $5,000, thought 
he would prefer a change of music, and left 
the floor. His place was taken by “a rich 
partner’ from Walla Walla, who sank about 
$3,000 and then sank outof sight. The end was 
rapidly approaching. Bright-eyed Carl saw it 
coming, and, cordially detesting anythin 
like a disturbance, quietly prepared to li nt 
out. On the one hand he approached Yon 
Borstel of the Chicago Brewery, and on the 
pretense that he intended to take his beer as 
soon as he had settled with Falk of Milwau- 
kee, actually secured $600 to pay off that in- 
debtedness. On the other hand he represent- 
ed to certain members of the Crystal Palace 
Association that if he could only go East he 
could secure an excellent connection with 
Eastern brewers who were anxious to send 
their beer here, and was given $1,500 to pay 
his expenses. Then he went borrowing right 
and left, procured an outfit suitable fora 
traveling lord, stuffed his trunks with gloves 
and finery, procured his wife’s diamonds, a 
ring and cross, on some pretext or other, and 
then nimbly skipped. He said he would re- 
turn, but after what has been written, need 
it be said that doubts are entertained wheth- 
er he will keep his word? The Winter Garten 
has passed into poe hands, but the 
Crystal Palace is a lumbering ruin. In fact, 
as Silas Wegg might putit: With heavy sighs 
Louisa sadly waits and listens anxiously to 
hear Carl’s blithe ‘“‘Wie geht’s?” while 
Mme. Biechschmidt soundly whacks her 
drum to keep her arm in trim for one who'll 
never come.

bribes and mancuvers brought him safely 
to Smith, after three days’ travel in_the 
midst ot extreme peril. So, also, when Rat- 
cliffe was cut off with thirty men, she saved 
the lad Spilman. who was then liv- 
ing with Powhatan, and sent him to 
the Potomaes. But the most touching story 
of all precedes in order of time the other two. 
In the same difficult adventure among Pow- 
hatan’s people, in which Capt. Smith was en- 

ed when Scrivener was drowned, the 
reacherous chief had arra to surprise 
Smfth at supper, and cut off the whole party, 
when Pocahontas, ‘the dearest jewel 
and daughter’ of the aged chief, ‘“‘in 
that dark nightcame through the irksome 
woods” to warn the —— of Pow- 
hatan’s design. Capt. Smith offered to repay 
her kindness with such trinkets as the heart 
of an Indian maiden delightsin; ‘“‘but, with 
the tears ranning down her cheeks, she said 
she durst not to be seen_to_ have any, for, if 
plat p< should know it,she were but dead ; 
and she ran away by herself as she 

me.”” 

In 1619 Poeahontas was among the Poto- 
mac indians. Capt. Argall,a man of much 
shrewdness and executive force, bud infa- 
mous for bis dishonest practices, happened 
to be tradingin the river at that time. He 
quickly saw the advantage the English 
would gain in negotiations with Powhatan 
for the return of the white prisoners held by 
him, if he could secnre so valuable a hostage 
as the chief’s daughter. With acopper ket- 
tle he brided Japazaws, the chief with whom 
she was staying, to entice 
her on beard the veessl, 
whefe he detained her, much tothe sorrow 
of the daughter of the wilderness, whose 
life hitherto had been as free as that of the 
wild creatures of the woods. To-Jamestown, 
where she had frolicked as a child, and 
whither she had so often come asa friend 
with food, she was now carried as an enemy 
and a prisoner. She had refused to enter 
the town since the departure of Capt. Smith. 

This transaction, not very creditable to the 
gratitude of the English, accomplished its 
purpose in causing Powhatan to return the 
white men held in slavery by_ him, with the 
least useful of stolen arms. But he still con- 
trixed to evade some of the demands of the 
EngXsh, whotherefore retained his daugh- 
ter until the affair took a new turn. John 
Rolfe, who seems to have begn a widower, 
became enamored of Pocahontas, now grow- 
ing to womanhood, and wrote a formal letter 
to Sir Thomas Dale, proposing to convert 
her to Christianity and marry her, which 
pleased the Governor, as tending to 
— peace with the Indians, and was 
ikewise acceptable to Powhatan. Thechief 
sent an old uncle of Pocahontas and two of 
her brothers to witness the marriage. ‘This 
marriage brought about peace during the life 
of Powhatan, who, on one occasion at least, 
sent a present of buckskins to his daughter 
and her husband. <A free intermingling of 
the two races took place, and Englishmen 
were accustomed to hire Indians to live in 
their houses and hunt for them. This amity 
lasted eight years. . 

In 1616, more than two years after their 
marriage, Rolfe and Pocahontas went to En- 
giand with Sir Thomas Dale. Powhatan sent 


some Indians with his daughter, one of whom | 


was commissioned to count the munber of 
the English. The arrival of ‘the Lady Re- 
becea, as Pocahontas was called after her 
baptism, produced a great sensation. She 


was received by the King and many distin- 


guished people, went to see a play, and, by 
help of her naturally quick wit, bore. herself 
very well. But it became necessary to desist 
from calling her the wife of Join Rolfe, for 
the King was very alous, and it was se- 
riousty debated in the Privy Council whether, 
by marrying the daughter of a a > poten- 
tate without the King’s consent, Rolfe had 
not committed treason. 

The climate of London, and perhaps the 


uncongenial habits of civilization, aifected | 


Pocahontas very unfavofably, and she was 
taken to Brentford, where Smith, then busy 
with his preparations to sail for New Eng- 
land, visited her. Im the successful efforts of 
Rolfe and others to win her to the Christian 
faith and to marriage, they had not scrupled 
to deceive her, by telling her that Capt. 
Smith was dead, probably because they knew 
she would not marry another white man 
while she believed that great warrior alive. 
therefore, she saw the ‘“‘brave’’ 

whé had been’ the object of her 
maidenly admiration, she turned her face 
away and refused to speak for the space of 
two or three hours. hen she did, it was to 
claim the privilege of calling him father, 
which Smith granted only after importunity, 
afraid, perhaps, of incurring the King’s dis- 
leasure.
